Woman's Humane Society Will Act as 
Guardian and Expend the 
Money for Her.

If 600 persons will subscribe $1 apiece little 
Cosette can be sent to school, clothed, fed 
and all her wants provided until she is 16. 

The Woman's Humane Society of Mis- 
souri has taken steps to prevent the little 
one's return to the person who treated her 
so harshly and this society will undoubted- 
ly be appointed guardian by the Probate 
Court. Following the practice in such cases 
the child would probably be placed in one of 
the several charitable institutions. But the 
suggestion is made that Cosette be not so 
cared for. Placed in the House of Refuge 
when a babe and taken therefrom by Mrs. 
Barbara Kettle to act as her maid of all 
work, charity has presented a dark side to 
little Cosette so far in life. The plan is to 
let some sunshine creep in. 

In co-operation with the Woman's Hu- 
mane Society, the Post-Dispatch will re- 
ceive subscriptions, which will be turned 
over to the new guardian of little Cosette— 
to be appointed by the Probate Court—by 
them to be used for the education and care 
of Lizzie McDonald for four years.

The order directs that all proceedings in 
the case subsequent to the filing of the ap- 
plication to locate McKee’s scrip on the lake 
front, be rescinded and annulled, and it or- 
ders a new trial before the new Commis- 
sioner, not yet appointed, within thirty 
days after notice to all parties. 

The action is based on the purported 
opinion of Mr. Lamoreaux, given out by 
him to one of the parties interested, three 
days before the time appointed by himself 
for the formal announcement of the decis- 
ion and the notice to the other interested 
parties. 

The land on which it was proposed to lo- 
cate claims by means of this scrip is in 
the heart of the City of Chicago and im- 
mensely valuable, estimates of its worth 
ranging all the way from $16,000,000 to $30,- 
000.000. The homes of Robert T. Lincoln 
and other prominent citizens are located 
on this land. 

It will be remembered that when prema- 
ture publication was made of the order 
which Lamoreaux had prepared, Francis 
was quick to run to cover by withholding 
the order. Lamoreaux undoubtedly under- 
stood that his action would be all right 
and was so sore over Francis’. action that 
he sulked, left his office and went home, 
suffering with “nervous prostration,“ and 
has remained there ever since. His scheme 
has been a slick one, intended to have 
this tremendous transaction out of the way 
before the McKinley administration came 
in, and but for his indiscretion in letting 
it leak to parties interested, might have 
been successful. ' 
But the recent investigation of the Perrine 
grant, by which 23,000 acres of Florida land 
were given to the heirs of President Cleve- 
land’s father-in-law was fresh in the mind 
of Mr. Francis. He did not want another 
scandal about his ears on the eve of retire- 
ment from his short term of office, and he 
called a halt. 


The department to-day made the following 
official statement on the Chicago lake front 
matter: 

On the 22d of February Secretary Francis 
directed that judgment in the case be sus- 
pended until the further order of his depart- 
ment. This order has been published. The 
Secretary was thereafter informed that no 
decision had been rendered; none was found 
in the proper office of the land department; 
none appears in the letter press book, where 
all decisions are required to be copied prior 
to promulgation. 

In response to a telegram from the As- 
sistant Attorney-General, asking Commis- 
sioner Lamoreaux if he had given out a 
copy of the opinion in the lake front case, 
if so, when and to whom, Mr. Lamoreaux 
replied: 

“On the 20th I signed an opinion and had 
a number of copies made the same day, to 
be given to the press on the 23d, which date 
I had announced that the decision would be 
promulgated. One of the copies of the 20th 
I gave to a party, with permission for him 
to use it after the decision should be pro- 
mulgated, but, in no case, to be used until 
promulgation. This was done on the 20th; 
on the 22d Secretary Francis suspended 
promulgation, S. W. LAMOREAUX.” 
Although it does not appear to whom the 
copy was given, yet, as Mr. Lamoreaux did 
not disclose the name of the person, al- 
though requested to do so, and reported 
merely that he gave it to “a party,” it is 
to be presumed that such party was not 
without interest in the controversy. More- 
over, before this department was advised 
that any decision had been signed, counsel 
for the scrip holders requested that such an 
opinion be promulgated. Knowledge of the 
opinion is therefore traceable to them. 


The. impropriety of giving out a copy of 
an unrendered, unpromulgated decision to 
one of the parties in controversy in ad- 
vance of its formal announcement is too 
obvious to require comment. Mr. Lamo- 
reaux states that he gave a copy to a party 
three days in advance of the time appointed 
by himself for its promulgation in the usual 
and proper way. Neither faith nor credit 
can attach to an opinion under such cir- 
cumstances, 

Since it was never properly filed, it was 
deemed best to disregard it and direct a 
new trial; this was done. The law which

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 13.— 
There will be a warm time in the Senate 
next Tuesday over the Governor’s veto 
of the bill to prevent insolvent corporations 
from making preference of creditors. Some 
of the leading Democrats in the Senate 
will take issue with the Governor on this 
bill, and will vote for its passage notwith- 
standing his objections. Even some of the 
Governor's most intimate personal friends 
are likely to be arrayed against him in this 
Particular instance, if current comment in 
the Senate chamber may be relied upon. 

The bill in question was introduced by 
a Republican—Senator Klene of St. Louls— 
yet it met the hearty approval of the Demo- 
crats, and although the Senate is not usu- 
ally very much given to passing anti-cor- 
poration legislation, the Klene bill went 
through with twenty-nine votes in favor of 
it to five against. Senator Klene, the au- 
thor of the bill, is not noted for his antip- 
athy to corporations in general, yet it some- 
times happens that men like Senator Klene 
introdice bills that apparently have the 
stamp of anti-corporation plainly impressed 
upon them. Following is a copy of the

SENATOR WHITE PROTESTS. 


Insists That the Harbor Commission 
Report Is Final. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 13.—In view 
of the peculiar course of Secretary Alger in 
holding up the San Pedro appropriation, 
Senator White of California has addressed 
a formal communication to Alger calling at- 
tention to the provisions of the River and 
Harbor act aut — the appointment of 
the board, and especially that feature of 
the law which makes the decision of a ma- 
jority of the board final and which provides 
that the Secretary may let the contract 
after the board has made its report.. He 
stated that as soon as the report had been 
made by a majority of the board the func- 
tiqns of the board ceased; that as it was 
created by a special act of Congress for a 
special purpose it had no existence as a 
board after it had discharged the duties 
assigned to it, but that when the majority 
report was filed, Mr. Morgan, as well as the 
other members of the board, ceased to have 
any official power and the board was there- 
upon absolutely dissolved. He, therefore, 
protested against the reveption of Mr, Mor- 
gan’s report as being the mere opinion of an 
individual, not occupying any official status, 
and the Senator also directed the attention 
of the Secretary to the circumstance that 
the act does not require or permit the ap- 
proval of the Secretary or any other officer; 
that the board is made the final and con- 
clusive arbiter and that its decision cannot 
be avoided except by a repeal of the act of 
Congress.

SPANISH ARMY'S MORTALITY. 


Of the 200,000 Soldiers Sent to Cuba, 
Disease and War. Have 
Killed 80,000. 
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Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAVANA, March 13.—It is announced 
that with a view to sending reinforcements 
to the Spanish army in Cuba, Spain is con- 
ducting negotiations with private companies 
to supply volunteers for the island. The 
Government does not make another appeal 
to the reserves, but expects in the way in- 
dicated to strengthen the army, for the 
200,000 men sent here in two years have 
been decimated until it is not able to hold 
out against the Insurgents, 

It is estimated here that 8,000 Spanish 
soldiers have been killed by the Insurgents 
or have died of yellow fever, smallpox and 
malaria.

EVERY POINT DECIDED IN FAVOR 
OF THE EXCHANGE. 


DIRECTORS ACT AS A COURT. 


The Supreme Court Holds That Under 
Such Circumstances They Are 
Not Liable for Damages.

The opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Albers vs. the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, which was received Saturday, is a 
sweping decision in favor of the Exchange, 
deciding all points involved in its favor. 

This was a suit for $50,000 damages brought 
by the plaintiff to recover damages alleged 
to have been sustained by his suspension 
from the Exchange, such suspension having 
been made on account of his refusal to pay 
a ind ot $ imposed for his refusal to ob- 


serve the rule against smoking. He con- 
tended that this smoking rule was inval'd 
from the lack of power in the Board of Di- 
‘rectors to enact or make it. Both the Cir- 
cult Court and the Court of Appeals held 
that the action of the Exchange in suspend- 
ing him was invalid, because there was no 
power to fine, and therefore their action in 
suspending him for not paying the fine was 
illegal. On the trial of the damage suit, 
in the Circuit Court, Judge Valiant ordered 
a verdict for one cent in Mr. Albers’ favor, 
and both sides appealed, the plaintiff be- 
cause he did not get substantial damages 
and the Exchange because a peremptory 
verdict was not directed in its favor, as the 
Board of Directors was acting as a corpor- 
ate court without malice, and no private 
action would lle against them, even if they 
did make a mistake. 

The Supreme Court says that there was 
no error committed against Mr. Albers, but 
that the position of the Exchange was cor- 
rect throughout, and commends the conduct 
of President Orthwein and the directors: 
that there was no evidence of malice and 
that the Board of Directors were acting as 
a corporate court, and therefore the dires- 
tors were not liable for damages, even if 
they did make a mistake. The Supreme 
Court therefore reverses the judgment for 
one cent in Mr. Albers’ favor and enters a 
judgment for the Exchange. 

The opinion also intimates that the Su- 
preme Court did not concur with the Ccurt 
of Appeals in 1 that the judgment of 
suspension was invalid. The pith of the de- 
cision is contained in the following lan- 
guage: 

“As already observed in the discus- 
sion of plaintiff's appeal, this record is 
barren of any evidence of malice or op- 
pression, and as it results from the pro- 
visions of the charter that in suspend- 
ing plaintiff from the privileges of the 
Exchange the directors were acting as 
a corporate court, and that they were 
attempting to enforce a vahd and 
reasonable by-law to prevent smoking 
upon the floor during the business ses- 
sions of the Exchange, and last July 
notified plaintiff that they were invested 
with jurisdiction, and the mere fact that 
they had rendered an erroneous sentence 
for violation of their rules will not sub- 
ject them to dam „ notwithstanding 
the action of the Circuit Court avoided 
the conclusion they reached by enjoin- 
ing the enforcement of their judgment.“ 


Mr. F. N. Judson, the attorney for the 
Exchange, says that the decision is of the 
utmost importance as a pr ent, and 
firmly establishes the status of the Board 
of Directors as a co rate court, and will 
be very valuable in the government of the 
—— in the future in removing the ap- 
prehension of personal liability to damage 
suits against directors.

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PROPOSITION TO THE POWERS 
CONCERNING CRETE. 


ISLAND TO BE OCCUPIED. 
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Meanwhile the Cretan Insurgents Are 
Bombarding the Fortress 
of Shinalonga. 


VIENNA, March 13.—The Russian Gov- 
ernment dispatched a circular note to the 
six Powers, proposing that each of them 
send immediately 2,000 troops to Crete, in 
order to effectually occupy the Island, and 
compel the Greek troops to withdraw, The 
Powers are considering the proposal. 


CANEA, Island of Crete, March 13.—The 
Cretan insurgents are bombarding the fort- 
ress of Shinalonga. The garrison is still re- 
sisting. 


ATHENS, March 13.—The students here 
have telegraphed a reply to the dispatch of 
congratulation received from the students 
of Sofia, Bulgaria. The Greek students said 
that in the face of the attitude of Europe, 
fraternity of the Christian people of the 
— can alone insure the independence of 
All. 

PARIS, March 13.—A dispatch to the Jour- 
nal of this city from Larissa says that at the 
Turkish headquarters at Elassona there 
are 18,000 troops, but, both officers and men 
are destitute, and have scarcely clothing 
enough to cover them. The Greek troops, 
it is further announced, are in excellent 
condition, and are so full of enthusiasm that 
— officers have difficutly in keeping them 
quiet. 

The frontiers are covered with 15,000 in- 
surgents, who are awaiting the signal to 
advance. It is estimated that in another 
week's time 80,000 Greeks will be concen- 
trated on the frontier. 

The Gaulois says that the blockade must 
be postponed until the Powers have for- 
mally taken possession of Crete in order to 
organize an autonomous Government. 

In spite of opposition, the Municipal Coun- 
cil has adopted a Socialist motion to send 
to the Greek Government a message of en- 
couragement. 


SAYING NOTHING, BUT THINKING 


Editor Reedy Refuses to Discuss the 
Matrimonial Court’s Decision. 


The archdiocesan court of matrimonial in- 
quisition, to which Mr. William M. Reedy 
appealed for an annulment of his former 
marriage, has decided adversely to the ed!- 
‘tor-plaintiff. The decree has not yet been 


formulated, but Mgr. Muehlsiepen has ad- 
mitted that the decision is adverse. Mr. 
Reedy still has the right of appeal to an- 
other archdiocesan tribunal, and finally to 
Rome, but there is no hope of carrying 
such a process of termination inside of two 


years. 
Mr. Reedy refused Saturday to discifss the 
action of the court. After the step I have

THE SPECIAL JURY LAW. 
Senators who conscientiously voted 
against the bill for the repeal of the spe- 
cial jury law should have their doubts 
as to the evil effects of that law removed 
by the Chouquette case, reported in Fri- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

For the benefit of those who did not 
read the report, it may be said that this 
was the case of a woman who was injured 
almost fatally in a run-away street car. 
The special jury rendered a verdict cast- 
ing all the blame for the accident upon 
the street car company and stating that 
Mrs, Chouquette was innocent of con- 
tributory negligence, The special jury. 
nine of whom were corporation men, 
then gave Mrs. Chouquette damages“ 
amounting to one cent, for injuries that 
wrecked her constitution and will prob- 
ably cause premature death, 

It is not often that a blunder on the 
part of a legislative body receives such 
a prompt and striking object lesson as 
this case furnishes to the State Senators 
who opposed the repeal of the special 
jury law. The lesson of the case is 80 
obvious that nothing need be said to 
back it up. Senators who voted to uphold 
this iniquitous law are convicted of error.

STYLE HE OBJECTED TO. 


CORBETT NEAT AT IT AS WELL. 


Julian Agrees to Let His Man Fight 
Under the Siler Construction 
of the Rules. 


CARSON, Nevada, March 13.—The im- 
proved condition of the roads gave 
Fitzsimmons an opportunity to-day to use 
his wheel, and early in the morning he took 
a spin of about five miles. After returning 
to the ranch, he started out for a run on 
foo, accompanied by Hickey. He took a 
run of about six miles, and returned in time 
to punch the bag about 11 o'clock.

DEMONSTRATED 
HIS HONESTY. 


STERLING G. EDMUNDS NOT 
GUILTY OF BANK WRECKING. 


NO PROSECUTION TO FOLLOW. 


He Made the Books Show That His 
Dealings With the German Na- 
tional Bank Were Square. 


Sterling C. Edmunds, a brother of ex- 
Judge Henry L. Edmunds, who was recently 
indicted in the United States District Court 
at Louisville on a charge of conspiracy to 
defraud the German National Bank of that 
city, returned from there Friday night. He 
was in a happy frame of mind when he went 
to his home at 3166 School street because 
he felt that he had vindicated his integrity. 

He says that he explained his relations 
with the bank to United States District At- 
torney Smith so that his honesty was ap- 
parent in all his transactions. The indict- 
ment against him, he says, will be nolle 
prossed. 

Mr. Edmunds was in the tobacco business 
in Louisville up to a short time ago under 
the firm name of S. C. Edmunds & Co. He 
purchased large quantities of tobacco, draw- 


ing against the German bank to pay for it 
and depositing the warehouse receipts with 
the bank as collateral. 

Before this transaction was completed Mr. 
Edmunds moved from Louisville to St. 
Louis. Then the bank failed, and it was 
discovered that President McKnight had, 
wrecked it. The tobacco dealer’s account 
with it was in such shape that he appeared 
to be in on the deal. His departure from 
the city ‘was deemed suspicious, and the 
Federal  Grand-jury returned a verdict 
against him. 

Officers came here ten days ago and took 
him back to Louisville. He went straight 
to District Attorney W. F. Smith and re- 
lated his version of the difficulty. It was 
of such a character that the lawyer sent 
him to the bank with Receiver Courtney 
to go over the books and make proof of his 
claims. 

“I took my books with me,“ said Mr. 
Edmunds, “and spent two nights in the 
bank with the receiver. I accounted for 
every pound of tobacco and every dollar 
that I had drawn from the bank. When 
I had finished it was perfectly evident that 
I had been entirely ey pee The trouble 
was that McKnight had run in a lot of his 
checks against my account, and this made it 
look bad for me.. 

“Receiver Courtney expressed himself as 
being thoroughly satisfied and explained 
the situation to District Attorney Smith. 
The latter, of his own motion, then had the 
bond reduced from $2,000 to $500, mereiy 
nominal. I was asked to remain in the city 
so that if anything should turn up I would 
be on hard. 

“The indictment against me will be nolle 
prossed when it comes up in court, and my 
connection with the case will then end.“ 

Banker McKnight has been indicted on 
nine counts. He is charged with breaking 
almost every law governing national banks. 
He is the man who entered into a con- 
1 with a number of Alderman to loot 
the city as well as the bank. The failure 
of the latter saved the city. Six of the 
Aldermen have also been indicted. 


DUMPING GARBAGE. 


Another Effort Being Made to Save the 
River From Pollution. 


Another attempt is to be made to prevent 
the dumping of garbage in the Mississippi 
River the coming summer. Efforts were 
made last year and the year before, but 


failed. 

John Scullin, Charles P. Chouteau, Pierre 
Chouteau and Alex H. Smith, residing on 
the bluffs in South St. Louis, and the Iron 
Mountain Co., by its pres dent, C. C. Maf- 
fitt, have sent a letter to Hon. Henry Flad 
of the Mississippi River Commission, claim- 
ing that the stench last summer made their 
residences untenantable and caused illness. 
Unless relief is given they say the suburb 
will be ruined. 

A copy was sent to Harbor Commissioner 
Stone. In his reply he says that the pres- 
ent situation is due to the deficiencies of 
the 8 contract and complicated by the 
tornado. he remedy, he thinks, is in mu- 
nicipal legislation supplementing Federal 
legislation. 

He also calls attention to the evils arisin 
from the dumpings of sweepings, ashes and 
other insoluble material in the harbor.

She had heen arrested Fri- 
day on a new charge, and at the request 
of her attorney the case was continued by 
Mr. Dodge, When it was called the court 
refused to allow a continuance and ordered 
her called on the bond, She was not pres- 
ent, and both sureties were forfeited. 

When the session was about over Attorney 
Henry Watson approached the bar with 
Peter Fitzpatrick, whose bond had been 
forfeited on March 9, The lawyer explained 
that the defendant had been told by his 
counsel on that day that his case was con- 
tinued, and as he was not well he left the 
court room. He now asked that he be al- 
lowed to adjust the matter by the payment 
of costs. udge Stevenson thought this 
would establish a bad precedent, and refused 
the request. He ordered that Fitzpatrick 
be locked up. 

When court @djourned Chief Deputy City 
Marshal Henry Erb, in charge of the court, 
told the Judge he could not hold the man, 
as no judgment had been entered against 
him. The only action possible was against 
the bondsman for the recovery of the $200.

Most of the crowd ap- 
plauded the Marshal, only a few deprecating 
the affair. As a whole the hangers-on en- 
joyed it, the remembrance of fines enhancing 
the pleasure of hearing the Judge roasted. 

J could not hold the man,“ said Mr. Erb, 
when the room had been cleared. There 
was no judgment or fine against him and 
he could not go to the Work-house. Neither 
had I any papers to warrant putting him 
in the holdover.
